Having won the first round of 
his senatorial fight to stop 
large-scale exportation of lumber 
to foreign countries because it 
Is badly needed for houses "here 
at home," U.S. Senator William 
F. Knowland Is continuing his 
efforts-to-solvo -the nation's-No, 
1 headache houses for veterans.

"Adjustment of lumber price 
ceilings so that the mills can 
make a profit will help to stimu 
late production and will go a 
long way toward solving the 
problem," Senator Knowland ob­ 
served when he flew to~~Los 
Angeles from Washington, D.C., 
to confer with Southern Call 
fornia heusing officials and rep­ 
resentatives of veterans' groups.

A campaign begun by the 
senator several weeks ago to 
block the exportation of lumber 
to foreign countries resulted in 
a partial victory this week. The 
Civilian Production Administra­ 
tion followed his recommenda­ 
tions and reduced the exporta­ 
tion from 225,000,000 board feet 
 last quarter's quota to 179,- 
200,000 board feet for the next 
three months. This will mean 
less lumber sent abroad, more 
lumber for the local home 
builder.

desired and for that reason the
